Rafferty Charges Politics 
Detracting From Education

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Dr. Max Rafferty, state su­ 
perintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, warned parents Wednes­ 
day evening that it was up to 
them to tell Governor Brown 
and some state legislators to 
"stop playing politics with our 
kids" if they want to help 'heir 
children.

Rafferty spoke to a crowd 
of about 300 at the Smith Bro­ 
thers Fish Shanty under the 
sponsorship of the seven South­ 
western Republican groups.

RAFFKKTY TOU) the audi­ 
ence that he had never seen 
such blatant use of political 
power as is now being used in 
California politics to the detri­ 
ment of school children in all 
his years as an administrator 
and educator. He cited his re­ 
cent recommendations to insti

tute   pilot program to solve 
the dropout problem during 
the evening us evidence* of 
what he meant.

"What could be less political 
than that?" he asked. "Yet. 
Jesse Unruh saw politics in it. 
His attempts to have a special 
appointment made to head the 
program has resulted in a less 
effective program law," Raf- 
fcrty said.

THE superintendent said he 
felt like Alice in Wonderland 
"where everything is back­ 
wards." He cited modern poets, 
painters, and sculptors who, he 
said, had abandoned any at­ 
tempt to communicate with 
people.

Some modern art has degen­ 
erated into obscenity   the 
drama has become "downright

filthy," he told the group. 
"This is the first generation 
since time began that play­ 
wrights have been allowed to 
wallow in filth."

Hafferty went on to say that 
cheating is becoming the norm 
in schools, while "the educa­ 
tionists" rationalize it as 
"group relief of individual in­ 
hibitions." Ho said it is the ed­ 
ucator's job to eliminate as 
much cheating as possible.

TURNING TO other subjects, 
Rafferty told the group that 
America really needs "more in­ 
hibition " lie said the disci­ 
plines of learning are replaced 
with "acceptance by the stu­ 
dent's peer groups." Even Eng­ 
lish is in mortal danger. Raf- 
forty told his audience. "Enj> 
lish isn't even called English

now. It's 'Language Arts' In 
the educationist jargon," he 
continued.

Citing his recommendations 
to the State Board of Education ' 
that the "Dictionary of Ameri­ 
can Slang" be removed from 
high school library shelves, 
Rafferty told the group that no 
one would have questioned the ' 
proposition that all books are I 
not fit for young age groups' 
until recent years. He then 
told the audience. "As long as 
I'm in Sacramento and retain 
my health, I'm going to look 
after school kids and their 
right to grow up as decent and 
nonperverted adults."
